RotaCLon of Crop«, 


This is a very important subject, and one 
e fear that docs not receive the considera- 


tion it deserves. Many ignorant persons 
have found by experience that cabbages, 
for instances, will not do will on the same 
ground two years in succession, that cab- 
bage will nol follow turnips, and that tur- 
nips will not do well on Hie s»mo ground 
Ihc year after. 
Thetevery obvious things 


Ihey recognize, but do not always slop to 
consider Ihe whys or wherefores respecting 
thede or other crops. A great deal has 
been written from lima to time on this 
prolific subject, and yet m»ny, we fear, 
scarcely give the subject a thought. 
We do 


nol propose to go into Ihe matter scientifi- 
cally, hut treat it in a plain practical man- 
ner. There should be a rotation ofcrops 
on all lauds, with very lew exceptions. It 


ructlial onions have been known to do 


well for twenty or Ihlrly ycara in succes- 
sion, on tho same land. Wbeil soon fr- 
uausls the soil, and in two or three years 
the land on which it is Rrown would b« in- 
capable of yielding a crop, because Ihe ele- 
mehls needed for perfect wheat have twen 
exhausted, and no longer ciisl In the soil 
and musl be supplied before another good 
crop can he raised. The same might be 
said of any nlher grain. 
Tbe land, how- 


ever, that would nn longer yield a crop ol 
wheat, might sjill be in excellent condition 
for some other crop, and without doubl, 
cabbages, potatoes, or roots could be sue- 
cesslully produced. Tho best soil for grass 
will after a few years run out, as it is 
termed, though good land will continue lo 
yield this crop longer than il will most any 
olher. Now, if we admit the faclthal there 
comes a limo when a piece of land becomes 
£0 changed aa lo fail lo yield a crop, we 
must admil the necessity for a roUlion of 
ciops. Mow if we could just here call in 
the scientific chemltl, or be ourselves able 
lo discover just what clement hu been ex- 
tracted from the soil, and just what, and 
how much IA> return lo it again, we should 
be >blo to adapt our crops to tbe foil with 
nearly a perfect certainly. 
To torno extent 


Ibis may be done, aud Is actually accom- 
plished by a few ; hut the great majority 
cannot do it, and must rely more upon Iheir 
good sense and past experience than upon 
scientific knowledge. 
A few general rules 


may be laid down, but there will be found 
exceptions to them growing out of the 
varyiog character of the leason;, or some 
peculiarity of the toil or location of the 
land. 
We should say that hrio at the 


N'orlh we should never sow wheat or rye 
two years in succession on Ihe samo land, 
acdyetwo have known exceptions. 
We 


would not plant corn more than Iwo years 
in succession, while polttoei will do well 
for three or four, but nol as well at on new 
land. Tho root crops will do wclHhretnr 
four years, if the land bo heavily manured, 
Kquaibci and mclont seem lo Humieh wrl 
for a single year only, on tho samo spot. 
Strawberries give one jood crop, and then 
should be changed, and are not turo to give 
a decent crop if set upon Ice same Reid 
wilhin three or four ycari. Bui wa will 
nol take epacc lo refer to other crops, bui 
enough hu been said, wo Irujl, lo convince 
all of Iho Importance of a rotation of crops.

We say Ir 


answer, ihey will not continue lo flourish 
unless lood is supplied and that ibun jutly 
and il is well known that all lrc« do belter 
on new land*, lhan ou oM worn out soils. 
If trees will continue lo flouriih Iftapplki 
with proper fertilizers, why nay not th« 
same rule apply in field erupt 1 It will lo 
many of them lo a considerable extent, bul 
even if il does, it Is still belter lo rotale tnc 
securcsltll belter rwulls. Brolher farcitrs, 
consider thia matter, and in view of U Btke 
up your ruindt what will do tk« bnt on 
this field and on leal, during the Dtilte* 
ton.
